For nearly forty years the V\ ise County Messenger 
felt the impress of his jiersonality. Not a column in 
those years but that reflected something of his wit, satire, 
good humor. Ile abhorred by poor icy, cant, absurdity in 
politics, law. education and religion, and he never was in 
finer editorial mood than when excising them to the pub­ 
lic view, unless ii was when he weut bihind the scenes 
to commend with a word of cheer those who were doing 
the noble and good. Forth-right and direct in his thoughts 
and actions, positive in his likes and dislikes, lie liked 
hest those whose actions and purposes were devoid of 
ihain and pretense. But the clank and clatter of his out­ 
moded editorial typew riter of early day vintage is no 
more. The editor, known to some as It. E. Collins, to his 
intim ates in tin* journalism field as "Col. Dique 
and lo 
his neighbors and friends as plain “Itick 
has retired. 


Though he will be missed by the Messenger “family -- 
readers, patrons, typesetters, printers devils, and "angels 
(the girl iii the front office)—the imprint of him upon 
everything that is the Wise Counts Messenger will abide 
through the years.

In the Parable of the pounds, the 
servants were called to give account 
of the money intrusted to them for 
investment. WThen the first was called 
he said, “Lord, thy pound hath gain­ 
ed ten pounds.” The second man said, 
“ Lord, thy pound 
hath gained five 
pounds.” But 
when the 
third 
man 
name forward to make his report, he 
produced 
the 
original 
pound in 
a 
napkin, that is a sweat-towel. 
in our Lord’s parable, work that 
makes one sweat so that he cannot 
hide the tokens of it, is what proved 
acceptable. Ut- the three men in this 
parable, two produce the money gain­ 
ed by attention to business, but this 
thin! 
man 
announces possession of 
only the pound originally intrusted to 
him, and adds to it the sweat-towel in 
which he had placed it, so that all we 
see is the absence of earning and the 
towel.

Ile is an idler 
rather than an investor. Better would I 
it be if lie ignored t bet towel entirely. 
Ile is too orderly lo be useful. He is i

wrong, blit here it is substituted for 
Activity. You sot* the fancifulness of 
this man. He fancied that the house­ 
holder who gave him his money to 
invest, was an austere man. 'Phis and I

Surely 
lie 
exhibits 
absurd . 
imagining. 
Now. in the < 'bristinn plan we are i 
linty bound to attend to business. God 
Himself is the investor iii many re­ 
spects, and we are to produce the re­ 
turns. There is His good providem e 
day by day. sustaining us iii life with 
all His providing of food and shelter. 
There is the opening up of His preci­

N early every school boy has heard 
the story of the desperate sea battle 
between the B ritish ship Shannon and 
the Am erican vessel (Chesapeake, d u r­ 
ing the W ar of 1812. M any A m eri­ 
cans recall the final 
adm onition of 
C aptain 
Jam es 
L aw rence: 
“D on’t 
give up the sh ip !” 
Yet, few persons know of the he­ 
roic attem pt to honor this last, com­ 
m and. It w as m ade by a brave hand­ 
ful of the C hesapeake^ crew during 
the final phases of the brief but sang­ 
uinary 
sea duel which lasted about 
fifteen m inutes. 
W hen the two ships met off Bos­ 
ton on Ju n e I. 1813, they went into ac­ 
tion im m ediately.
